Conventional writings about the inverted vee dipole point out that as the 
ends droop, you achieve more vertical polarized radiation, until in the 
extreme case the legs come together, making a vertical. 


Vertical radiation can have a low take off angle, and thus favor working to 
DX locations. 


A dipole with flat top, when put up at least a quarter wave above the earth, 
should mainly have two lobes at right angles to the wire, the conventional, 
and horizontally polarized dipole pattern. The actual height above RF earth 
will dictate whether you get more or less NVIS dipole effect, i.e. more 
straight up radiation that will reflect in closer to the antenna and thus 
favor stateside contacts over DX. Whether you favor stateside more than DX 
then depends on how good the earth reflects RF under your antenna and its 
height. If place a half wave high, the flat top dipole is also a very good 
DX low angle of takeoff antenna from the papers published. I have not had 
the luxury of having a half wave high dipole, and have most recently had a 
flat top G5RV, that regardless of its less than usual height for a dipole of 
this type, (being it was only at 20 feet), still gave excellent DX results. 
It is over very poor RF earth. I had to run the ladder line matching 
section off horizontally at the same height as the center of the dipole and 
at right angles to it, to fit 40 feet of ladder line in, having only 20 feet 
vertically to play with. 


I have taken a long way around to answer you, "It depends". Should be easy 
to try, but give it adequate testing time over a couple of months, or try it 
one way at the same time of day, as the other way the next day, to try to 
average your results. A and B comparison, if possible. You need stable 
propagation of similar nature to have any valid testing.

Last Spring, I purchased a PK-3 keyer chip from Jackson Harbor Press, a 
small company located on Washington Island (one of my favorite childhood 
vacation spots!). The PK-3 offers an incredible feature-set that is 
generally not found on the small, PIC-based keyer chips. For instance, the 
PK-3 offers a similar feature-set as that of the TiCK keyer plus allows for 
a separate speed control pot, partitioned memory, speed readout, 
auto-spacing, and full pin-for-pin compatibility with the TiCK keyers. 


A few days ago, Chuck Olson - WB9KZY, sent me his prototype "37" PK-3 chip 
with a request that I try a new feature. What could it be? At the time I 
purchased the PK-3, I recall asking Chuck for the impossible: "Can you 


incorporate variable key WEIGHTING into the PK-3?" A quick response from 
Chuck was "let me see what I can do." 


This afternoon, I replaced the previous PK-3 with Chuck's prototype, first 
customizing my call sign into a buffer and then setting other personal 
options. I tried adjusting the weight parameter, and WOW, it works very 
well. One can adjust the weighting from the standard 1:3 ratio to either a 
heavy or light weighting in 0.67 millisecond increments. This is perfect 
for those transmitters that require a bit of extra help to maintain a 1:3 
ratio, or if one simply wants to change the weight to personal taste or to 
assist with weak band conditions. Sometimes, a slightly heavier weight can 
be easier to copy with weak signal (QRP) work. 


Additionally, Chuck has added a straight-key mode to the feature-set. As 
you can tell, I'm quite pleased with his prototype. I suspect that Chuck 
will designate the prototype as something other than PK-3...a PK-4 would 
seem obvious! 


I don't believe Chuck has anything posted yet pertaining to this 
development, but for those interested in knowing more about the company and 
his product line can visit his web site at:

2. Evangelism (people moan about how few folks are posting 
to the list, and brainstorm recruitment strategies). 


3. Growth (more and more people join, more and more lengthy 
threads develop, occasional off-topic threads pop up). 


4. Community (lots of threads, some more relevant than 
others; lots of information and advice is exchanged; 
experts help other experts as well as less experienced 


colleagues; friendships develop; people tease each other; 
newcomers are welcomed with generosity and patience; 
everyone -- newbie and expert alike -- feels comfortable 
asking questions, suggesting answers, and sharing 
opinions). 


5. Discomfort with diversity (the number of messages 
increases dramatically; not every thread is fascinating to 
every reader; people start complaining about the 
signal-to-noise ratio; person 1 threatens to quit if 
xotherx people don't limit discussion to person 1's pet 
topic; person 2 agrees with person 1; person 3 tells 1 & 2 
to lighten up; more bandwidth is wasted complaining about 
off-topic threads than is used for the threads themselves; 
everyone gets annoyed). 


6. 

a. Smug complacency and stagnation (the purists flame 
everyone who asks an ‘old' question or responds with humor 
to a serious post; newbies are rebuffed; traffic drops to a 
doze-producing level of a few minor issues; all interesting 
discussions happen by private email and are limited to a 
few participants; the purists spend lots of time 
self-righteously congratulating each other on keeping 
off-topic threads off the list).

b. Maturity (a few people quit in a huff; the rest of the 
participants stay near stage 4, with stage 5 popping up 
briefly every few weeks; many people wear out their second 
or third ‘delete’ key, but the list lives contentedly ever 
after).

Hello all, 


I have a couple of techniques for dealing with large lists and "off topic" 
posts (like this one!) that may be useful. 


I get about 200 emails per day, because of this list and others. I use 
filters to put everything I can into separate mailboxes- QRP-L has it's own 
mailbox, for example. The only mail that goes into the default INBOX is 
mail I haven't filtered. If I get junk mail I create a filter for it so it 
goes straight to TRASH and I never see it. The result is that my INBOX gets 
no more than a half-dozen messages per day. It takes a half hour or so to 
learn how filters work, but it'll save you hours. 


I can then check QRP-L and the other mailboxes as I have time. To deal with 
the noise on active lists, I sort messages by topic (in Eudora and most 
mail programs you can do his by clicking on the subject title bar). That 
groups all threads together so I can scan the list quickly- typically in 
five minutes or less. I open only the topics that look interesting, then 
select and delete all messages, read or unread.

Aside from the K2 / FT-817 debate, I am surprised that no one has 
mentioned the fact that here a major manufacturer has finally after 
almost 2 decades offered a portable VHF/UHF rig capable of other than 
FM!! In the early 80's there was the FT-290 which is a fine rig but it 
sells used for more than it did new and it is hard to get one in North 
America. I think that the group on this reflector is predominantly a HF 
crowd but lets not forget that in the world of UHF and up virtually all 
activity is QRP due to the difficulty in producing power at these 
frequencies. I have been considering building a R2/T2 or Tayloe type 
switching converter as an IF for transvert operation on the higher 
bands, but now finally I can get my hands on an all singing, all dancing 
platform for hilltopping and roving. This opens up all kinds of 
possibilities from aurora, to backscatter, DX'ing, satellite or even 
with the right antennas and preamps/ amps EME, not to mention SHF 

work. This is a rig which should be embraced in its own right rather 
than getting trashed in a debate over narrow minded comparisons. Don't 
forget the other big manufacturers will be watching very closely, QRP is 
the fastest growing aspect of the hobby. If Yaesu hits a homer with 
this rig there will almost certainly be more and perhaps better rigs to 
follow. I may still build my own though just for the fun 8%).

This week was a classroom of different Fox methods. The Tuesday 
Fox worked everyone on his freq. and I never got in and transmitted on top 
of the Fox because I didn't hear him. Thursday the Fox didn't work a 
single station on his freq until late in the 2 hour period. 


The big single differance is that the Fox can be heard every time, 
if you can hear him at all, when rit or vfo a/b is used. This is a huge 
improvement over the mob action on Tuesday. 


The message is I think simple. If your using a radio with no 
method to shift recieve freq in a automatic way, then practise moving the 
main dial a couple of KHz and get good at that. 


There are so many Hounds now it doesn't make sense not to work 
split frequency. If the split is just 3 KHz the band taken is not large 
and a lot more Hounds will be heard.

I play with some FRS and have gotten from Mt 
Monadnock to the summit of Mt Wachusett with FRS, and that's less than 
1/2w. And that makes 2M FM with 2W on HTX-202s seem grossly 
overpowered! I also have a 220 HT (Icom IC3-AT) and a 440 HT (Icom 
u4AT). Just because it's not SSB or CW down in the weeds doesn't 

mean it's not QRP. But it may mean there aren't many of the traditional 
QRP enthusiast around for a QSO. 


Hey, QRP is an attitude, NOT a mode or a frequency!

Tim, thanks for the contact. And I'm afraid I was using 1W out as 
measured by the K1 and the WM-2 wattmeter. I thought about setting 
it to 950mW, but that I have to work on later. The K1 is capable of 
about +/- 4KHz RIT for those that are curious. But I got a slightly 
larger split using an old trick. I set the pitch of the received 
station at 3-4KHz and set max RIT to get a "larger" split. It works 
for me. 


I thought it interesting about the 90 Qs (contacts in contest terms) . 
Those that have been with the group from the start remember when 
someone first hit 100 during a foxhunt? It is not easy and those 
that are critical should volunteer to be a fox. In fact let's 
appoint them to be the fox next year. :-) ;-) 


What helped me on Tim, K50I, was that I had gone out and rotated the 

40 meter vee-beam about 50 degrees. It took me about 1/2 hour as I 

got two ten foot poles (3 meters) and got my exercise slamming them 
into the ground for about 1 meter and anchoring them with rebar. 

Having DG (decomposed granite) as a soil base helped a lot and I didn't 
hit any rocks in process. It was pointed NNE and is not more E or NEE. 


I can tell a significant difference in the directivity as I picked up 
about 6 new states last night in the easterly direction. 


After the end of the foxhunt I could not help but note the mass 
exodus from 40 meters by the QRPers. Big mistake. Real big mistake. 
I almost picked up a C6A, but Jay, AJ4AY, got him at the same time I 
was calling. I then worked WE6W, Ed in CA. 


But the fun part was when I moved down below 7.025MHz. I heard 

a K8 calling CQ. VY1JA, Jay in the Yukon Territory called him but the 

K8 didn't hear him. The K8 started calling CQ. I quickly moved up 
2-3KHz and called CQ. VY1JA came back to me. We QSO'd for about 25 mins. 
If you don't recognize the call, Jay is the only contest station in YU 
for SS, so he is one of the rare ones. He has a new vee-beam up with 

135 meters per leg so he was loud and he did go down to 5W. So it was 

a two-way vee-beam QSO. The trick about moving up a few KHz I got from 
the book "The Complete DXer". 


I started hearing EU and the rest is history. Now that we are getting 
into the winter season the late hours are fantastic chances for some DX 
and rare states that are the most distant from you. I understand the 
work schedules, family life, etc. but if you have the opportunity you 
should take a chance and see what is on the air. Push away from the 
keyboard. The 800+ emails will still be there but the on the air 
contacts will not. Propagation is fickle --- real fickle. 


Lots of QRPers with K2s on the air and they like the first K1 contact, 
so the rest of the 50 or so Kis had better get on the air pretty quick. 
=)

Welcome to the QRP-L list. Making contacts using less than 5 W CW or 10 W 


PEP SSB is QRP on any frequency. My favorite band is 6 meters and has been 
for many years. Since retiring and moving out to the country, I've been 
able to enjoy 6 again without all the Urban problems we know about. I've 
worked a great many grids from the new QTH running QRP on 6 the past three 
seasons. 


This list is mostly HF as the group likes do a lot of roll your own using 
kits and various home brew creations. They don't lend themselves to V/UHF 
activities though I've seen a few 6 meter home brew jobs lately. Jim 
Kortge has a 20 to 6 QRP transverter he built manhattan style for instance. 


Most of the folks I find that are V/UHF and also QRP are on the 
vhf@w6yx.stanford.edu and 50mhz@6mt.com reflector lists.

Gang, 

The sun has been fairly quiet this week with a couple of medium (M class) 
flares earlier in the week. One produced a coronal mass ejection (CME) 
which is expected to skim the earth tomorrow, 28 OCT, and could trigger 
a period of active to minor storm conditions on saturday, but no 

biggie. 


ZOMBIE SHUFFLE: 
Today's solar flux (so far) is running at 176. This is sufficient for 
15M to remain open a bit after sundown, and good conditions on 20M 


until quite late. 


Our geomagnetic field is also very quiet, with K=1 all day and today's 
A-index (24-hour average) will probably be 5-7, or very quiet 
conditions. Thus, this evening, 40M should be in pretty good shape 
for low noise and good signal-noise conditions for the shuffle. 


Both 20 and 40M will be in good shape for the duration of the shuffle 
in most areas ... even up north in Canada/Alaska (where I hear there's 
an Elvis or two!). 15M should support QSO's for the first part of 

the shuffle. 


The west coast of the US has heavy cloud cover with thunderstorms and 
rain forecasted for tonight in AZ and NM (maybe CA too). The 
thunderstorms will add static to 40M and active rain in your area could 
cause some attenuation to signals. In rain, a dipole with a high 

angle of radiation would work best to get those signals out of the 

rain clouds as quick as possible! (If you have a choice). On the 
otherhand, some vertical antenna installations tend to handle the 
static crashes from nearby lightning better than a dipole. Little to 
do with propagation, but weather also effects HF signal strengths to 
some extent. 


WEEKEND. 

The same applies for the weekend, with 10M openings during daylight 
hours. The exception might be minor storming on saturday if the 
effects of the CME arrive, but should recover in 6-8 hours. If it 
arrives tomorrow morning/afternoon as expected, it should be pretty 
much over by early evening. 


Enjoy the Zombie Shuffle and other QSO's. A good weekend for it.
